VOTES STALEMATED 

With tbs deadline at which the 
rate by-law must be struck rapidly 
drawing near, the discussion became 
hosted almost at the outset. As it 
progressed the meeting reached a 
tense nee* not known In the council 
chamber In the last few years. Throe 
votes wore stalemated when major¬ 
ities had insufficient margins to carry 
their points. A two-thirds majority 
was required to sat the rata. 

Alderman P. R Brown, chairman 
of the special estimates committee, 
brought In hla group’s report, recom¬ 
mending the forty-two mill rate with, 
taxable Improvement assessments in¬ 
creased fiom the 00 per cent of last 
year to 7ft per cent.

Alderman Brown referred to the 
need to find HMM0 for the civic 
budget and sold be thought It neces¬ 
sary to raise the taxable Improve¬ 
ment assessment aa wtU *a the rate. 

He was prepared, he said, to accept 
hla responsibility in recommending 
an Increase In the levy for taxation. 
In boosting the tax on Improvements 
and raising the mill rate aa well as 
anticipating a provincial grant of 
#100.000. 

The eouncll. he said, was honor 
bound to protect the taxpayers who 
hod brought the city’s bonds Touch¬ 
ing on the suggestion to budget for 
a deficit he asked what the city 
would do when It had spent all Its 
receipts and still fsoed payment of 
expenditures including salaries. He 
pointed to the day of reckoning which 
would eventually follow increased and 
asoeasiv* borrowings.

If the city attempted to pay lees 
than required amounts shown on 
bonds, bondholders might step in. 
sue the city and lead to the estab¬ 
lishment of a commissioner who 
would probably show Httle mercy to 
the t axpay er *. 

He dealt with the city's financial 
position today and the sums required 
to be met in the future. 

"In conclusion. 4 * he said. "I should 
like to emphasise the fact that for the 
year to oome I am pinning my faith 
on the provincial government and 
lt« promise of a 'municipal session' 
of the government this fall to relieve 
our overburdened municipal taxpayer 
tor the year 1M7."

Hon. F. M. MacPherson 
Takes Detailed Plan to 
Ottawa for Settlement 

To work oat the details of tb* 
federal works programme In Brit¬ 
ish Columbia with the Dominion 
Government Hon. Frank M. Mac¬ 
Pherson. Minister of Pub 11* 
Works, left today for Ottawa. 

Mr. MsePherson baa been on the 
mainland for the last two days and 
departed from there for the federal 
• capital. 

British Columbia’s share of the 
660.000.000 to be spent by Ottawa 
on relief works will be one of the 
matters under negotiation. Road 
work is one of the larger items and 
it is understood a basis of splitting 
the cost between the federal . and 
provincial governments will be dis¬ 
cussed. At the Dominion-provincial 
conference a fifty-fifty baste was 
proposed but It is not stated whether 1 
this remains the plan.

“Wa can do that for a whlla yet 
We are no worse off than usual, if 
only the water doesn’t catch up with 
us. The telephone has been very 
good and has kept us from going 
craxy.” 

Between 8.30 and 10.30 pm. on 
Tuesday night those above heard 
the men talking among themselves. 
They gathered such snatches of con¬ 
versation aa: "Haven’t heard them 
wor kin g tonlghr*; Tunny we only 


"—I would ilk# eo know": ”We can 
reserve our strength by not doing 
—-this seems like a lifetime.” 
Later, around midnight and shortly 
after, coughs and groanings could oe 
beard at the surface, the microphone 
In the rock tomb catching every 
sound. There were other snatches of 
conversation such as "Sit on this 
rock and not against that wet wall”; 
"too cold h«re to rot”; "they have 
something on their minds to get 
us out.” 

Finally, at 1.46 a m. on Wednesday. 
Dr. Roberteon called up Impatiently: 
"Hello! Are you fellows trying to kid 
us about fatting us out? Am -you 
ever going to get us ot»t?” -Yes. 


-Have things rua' ed as fast as 
possible. will you. like a good 
fellow?- -Yes. yea- 
“We are now lying here In tha 
dark. We figure drill pounding at us 
a favorable noise, using the lower 
wall as a drumhead. Have they a 
Jack hammer?” "Yet, yea." 
"Aim KIDDING, ARC YOUT* 
"You people aren't kidding us by 
any chance, are you?" "No" 

Because the sound of drilling 
seemed to encourage the entombed 
men. Capt. Hannigan ordered drills 
started to the vertical shaft, not 
doing any real drilling on account 
of the danger to the men working 
below. Shortly before midnight on 
Monday, though they had been told 
it was still Sunday. Dr Robertson"! 
brother-in-law was called to the 
telephone by Scalding. Thera was a 
flesh * 


the diamond drill shaft. 

The first conversation through the 
abaft was brief, but confirmed that 
all three were still alive. Directed by 
Dr. Robertson from his prison far 
below, the drillers lowered successive 
tubes paoksd with diluted brandy, 
cocoa, chocolate, grapes, blaodol. a 
knife, pencils, flashlight*, candles, 
matches, eom syrup, coffee, oilcloth 
and cigarettes. Soup and malted 
milk ware later delivered to the en¬ 
tombed trio through a rubber hqst. 
and on Monday morning a micro¬ 
phone was lowered to tha man. en¬ 
abling them to talk without climb¬ 
ing the ladder and standing In the 
spray of water that, poured from the 
diamond drill shaft. A verbatim ac¬ 
count of all conv ersa tions with the 
imprisoned men until they were 
finally reached was kept by Capt. W. 
Hannigan. bead of the Porcupine 
rescue crew, from which this authen¬ 
tic account of the conversations of 
the trapped men to those above— 
hope alternating with fear — was 
obtained. 

EXPLAINS MYSTERY 

The mystery of why many of tha 
loaded tubes lowered down tha shaft 
were returned unopened waa first ex¬ 
plained by Dr. Roberteon. speaking 
to his brother-in-law, Mr. Ivey. 

"We have to go down ladders 
which are not safe." he saM. "and 
then try and get the food, but our 
feet are in water. We want to keep 
dry. if possible, and conserve our 
strength. Food does not matter for 
the next two hours, five or six. shy- 
way. How are Pauline (Mrs Robert¬ 
son) and Mrs. Magill? Trll Pauline

Tht origin of stnw beta u loot 
in the dim iqtote of antiquity.

For a long time atraw hata were 
brought to America from Eurqpe, 
the first domestic factory being 
established Jn Baltimore as re¬ 
cently as 1806. Early American 
straws were called "Mackinaws," 
After the district in Michigan 
which produced the raw material. 
These hats were pretty crude, re¬ 
sembling inverted baskets. About 
; 1877, the first efforts to Introduce 
style were made when manufac¬ 
turer* copied the line# or the stiff 
-rA|iw4lrtfN—- 

The present sailor model oame 
In 1886, and has continued in 
high favor with but minor varia¬ 
tions. It formerly was a part of 
the uniforms of British and 
American sailors, which la how it 
got its name. 

The Panama is another victim 
of misnomer. Back in the 60‘a.

A dealer on 
the isthmus imported eome from 
Ecuador for the railroad engin¬ 
eers, and. when they brought 
them back to the States, the 
name "Panama" waa erroneously 
given them.

Crop Report Indicates Con¬ 
ditions Across Canada 

Field operations over the major 
part of the Dominion, except the 
Maritime province* and the Peace 
Elver country, have been retarded 
from one to two weeks by the inclem¬ 
ent weather which followed tha 
break-up of winter, according to the 
telegraph crop report Issued today 
by the Bank of Montreal. Tha re¬ 
port says there la a good nerve of 
moisture in moat districts and prep¬ 
aration of land and seeding is now 
under, way. 

In ths prairie provinces seeding is 
proceeding favorably, while in ths 
. areas last year affected by rust and 
frost s substantial proportion of In¬ 
ferior seed Is being sown. The good 
seed bad conditions st greasent en¬ 
hance ths possibilities for normal 
growth. In Quebec tha soil gaaer- 
ally Is In good condition and pas¬ 
tures. m e ad ow s and fruit treat show 
no sign of winter kill. In Ontario 
land preparation is general and seed¬ 
ing has commenced. Pall: wheat win¬ 
tered well and ha* since p r og r esse d 
In the absence of frosts or damaging 
winds. In ths Marl Urns provinces 
pastures and meadows, including 
areas flooded this spring, are gener¬ 
ally in good condition. In British 
Columbia farming operations are 
fully two weeks lata, but tha sell is 
in good condition and fall.pbaat and 
hay crops wintered well. 

PBAIH1K PEOVINCES 

Alberts — Wheat seeding to now 
fairly general. Tha seed bad la in 
good condition for early germination 
if warn weather continues. Mois¬ 
ture conditions are satisfactory, but 
there is little subsoil re se rve In the 
southeastern area.

Of These Timely Questions and Answers Concerning 

BRITISH COLUMBIA’S 
LUMBER MANUFACTURING INDUSTRY 


QUESTION NO. 1—In the Lumber Industry booming! 

ANSWER —For several years prior to the depression, the mills 
in British Columbia produced approximately 2*4 billion 
feet of lumber annually. In 1935 there waa produced only 
about lYt billion feet. : y 


QUESTION HO. 2—What caused this drop in lumber production! 

AN8WEE—First, the application of a #4 00 tariff oo Canadian 
lumber by the United States, which, with its 130,000.000 
people, is the greatest lumber consuming territory in the 
world. Second, the depression, which affected all in¬ 
dustries, particularly (truck the building and construction 
industry, which, in economic stress, is always the first to 
suffer. 


QUESTION NO. 8—.What waa the effect of the United States 
tariff and the depression on British Columbia lumber mills! 

▲NBWEB—Many shut down for two or more years; but at least 
fifteen mills went into bankruptcy with a capital loss of 
from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 and thousands of jobs. 


QUESTION NO. 4—How did the industry manage to survirg 
these conditions! 

ANSWER—First, through the ioyal co-operation of its em¬ 
ployees. Second,' through sacrificing its reserves, both in 
equipment and standing timber. 

QUESTION NO. 6—Has the Industry re-established itself at this 
time on a parity with pre-depression conditions! 

ANSWER—It has not. — _ - ' . .. . _ 


QUESTION NO. $—Explain why it has not. 

ANSWER—First, this question can be answered by previous 
statements, namely that production is down on the Coast to 
the extent of about 1 billion feet since 1929.. Second, 
the marketing of British Columbia lumber has undergone a 
radical change. In 1929, approximately 80^ of Britiah 
Columbia lumber was consumed on the North American 
continent. Today, however, approximately 70% of British 
Columbia’s lumber is sold in foreign markets other than the 
North American continent, requiring a steamship haul of 
sn average of 8,000 to 9,000 miles, instead of a direct rail 
or water haul to North American, customers as formerly. 


Third, we in Britiah Columbia cannot dictate the gale price 
of our lumber in foreign markets, especially is this so in the 
United Kingdom, now our principal mafket. The price in 
world marketa is sat'by competing European countries with 
entirely lower wage and living atandarda, a much shorter 
hsul and a long established exchange of commodities. In 
spite of 70% of British Columbia lumber being exported, 
British Columbia supplies only about 5% of the softwood 
lumber imported by foreign countries. Fourth, one of tlje 
principal market! in the past for British Colombia lumber 
has been the Canadian prairies, but no explanation is neces¬ 
sary to impress upon all the lack of buying power that has 
existed Uicre for aeveral years. Fifth, the United States, 
the greatest lumber consuming territory in the world, was 
our major foreign market prior to 1930. However, with tha 
application of a $1.00 tariff in 1930, and an excise of $3.00 
in 1932, the British Colombia lumber industry was faced 
with an insurmountable barrier. The consummation of the 
Trade Pact in 1935 between the two countries only partially 
restored this lost trade. The facts are, tinder the treaty i 
Cedar lumber pay* a duty of $1.50 per 1,000 feet; other 
woods, or. approximately 10% of the annual production of 
lumber in British Columbia, can enter the United States on 
payment of a duty of $2.00 per 1,000 feet; British Columbia 
- lumber in excess of approximately one-tenth of production 
must pay a duty of $4.00 per 1,000 feet. Prior to 1930 there 
waa no duty on any lumber from Canada entering the United 
States. Japan, formerly a heavy purchaser of British Colum¬ 
bia lumber, principally timbers, has offered very little 
business for some time. British Columbia lumber to China 
is sold today only under the most difficult and competitive 
circumst^ncea.

QUESTION NO. 7—A ft conditions in Washington and Oregon 
comparable to thoae in British Columbia! . ' . 

ANSWER—They are not 90% of the lumber prodneed in 
Oregon and Washington is sold within the United States of 
America or its possessions under high tariff protection. 
Only 90% of the lumber produced in British Columbia ie 
sold in Canada, while 70% of Britiah Columbia lumber is 
sold in foreign markets under severe competitive conditions. 

QUESTION NO. 8—What is the present outlook for the British 
Columbia Lumber Industry! . 

ANSWER—British Columbia lumber is subject to world supply 
and demand, and that demand is on the increase, but while 
recovery is not so rapid as coaid be wished for, there are 
indications for a sustained general improvement.

Two “Unauthorized” 
Biographies Well 
Worth Reading- 

"THOSE TWO BOOKS on William Randolph 
1 Hearst that "Ire provoking ao much dissuasion 
an 'Imperial Hear.it.” by Ferdinand Lund be rf 
and "Htanl; Lord of Ban Simeon.*' by Oliver 
Cartoon and Erneat Sutherland Bate*. They are 
both of the "unauthorized * biography type. 

There to a third. “William Randolph Hcarat. 
American.” by, Mr*. Fremoni Older. This to an 
official biography authorised by Mr. Hearst. 
Raturally. many things that appear In the ftrst 
two are not to be found In the second. For In¬ 
stance. that Beam as a youth was expelled from 
. Harvard. for. among other things, sending bis 
professors humorously Inscribed chamber pots. 

Somewhere between the three' Ilea the truth 
about this powerful, enigmatic, bated and feared 
old man. with hta total wealtb of around 6220- 
000 . 000 , hto chain of twenty-nfne newspapers, hit 
magazines In England and United States, hia 
radio stations, hto castle In Wales and his imperial 
estate on which be now makes hto home in 
California. 1 

The Jacket on Lundberg * book states it la an 
“unauthorised- biography. But this warning is 
needless. A reader cannot pursue a dosen pages 
without discovering that no one connected with 
Mr. Hearst could have dreamed of authorising 
this book or anything in It. 

ME. Lund berg undertakes to show that Mr. 
Hearst’i entire career has been against the publio 
Interest. Re does, at timea. try to prove too 
much—as, for instance, when ha suggests that 
maybe it was Mr. Hearst himself who blew up 
the Main* and brought on the Spanish-American 
War—but even when due allowances are made 
for excessive seal, the author has painted a damn¬ 
ing picture. 

Step by step, he analyses the publisher’s act¬ 
ivities, from his beginnings In Ban Francisco to 
hto present eminence Hto actions as s newspaper 
proprietor, as an employer of labor, as s monopo¬ 
list. and as a mere politician all are put under the 
microscope. \g 

Newsprint being Inflammable, one cannot put 
down here the exact words of Mr. Lundberg s con¬ 
clusions. The book to about as bitter an attack 
on a public man as one ever expects to see. 

/■'•ARLBON AND BATES see Hearst as the classic 
V “' example of a man struggling to convince 
himself that he la as fine a fellow as he would 
like to believe. From first to last, they suggest, 
hto career has followed this motivation: not 
principle, not even a lust for money end power, 
but simply a blind desire to make a great splash.

And so, from this viewpoint, they subject Hto 
Incredible career to - a painstakingly thorough 
examination. 

Ha has failed. they conclude. In every Held 
but one. Hto newspapers, they aaaert. have ceased 
to be newspapers and have become propaganda 
organa. Hto repeated ventures into politics have 
blown up In hto face. Hto early attempt to be 
spokesman for the under-prlvlllged has petered 
out into a dreary espousal of Fascism. 

But he has made money. He has. they believe, 
amassed the second largest fortune In Amerlc* 
He Uvea Ilka an Oriental potentate. And that, 
they bold, to all that hto career of infinite possi¬ 
bilities has left him—a luxurious old age. pois¬ 
oned by the terror of death. 

The authors have not dealt gently with Hearst. 
as you may have gathered: but they have written 
a book which can t be passed up if one wants to 
know about the forces motivating a large part of 
the world today.

“Das Kepi tel.” prfcbebly the work for which 
Marx owes hto chief claim to fame tn various 
parts of the world, was evidently as hard to 
write as moat ordinary people find It to to read. 
■First volume took fifteen months to produce; a 
period during which Marx was troubled “by 
chronic lU-health and even really dangerous Ill¬ 
nesses. . , . by in accumulation of debta which 
threatened to overwhelm him and. not least, by 
the wearisome preparations for the Oeneva con¬ 
gress of the International.” 

Friedrich Engels, revolutlon-ipate of Marx, 
wrote to Kart a few months after the volume had 
been finished: *T have alwaye felt that the 
damned book on which you have worked so 
long was the real reason foe all your misfortunes 
and that you would never be able to overcome 
them aa long ae you had not shaken it off. Ita 
tncompletton (trigged you down physically, In¬ 
tellectually and financially, and I can well under¬ 
stand that you feel a different fellow altogether 
now that you have finally got rid of It. particu¬ 
larly aa you will feel when you come beck Into 
the world that It was no longer quite ao depress¬ 
ing as It was.” 

Marx wrote back and said that he hoped 
that he would become “a made man** (financi¬ 
ally) by the end of that year (1667). Hto hopes 
were not realised. He never became “a made 
man.” 

“TREMEXDOl’ft INTELLECTUAL LABORS” 

LIE NEVER even finished the rest of the vol- 
n umee. “Ever new and deeper studies,” as we 
read, "lingering Illness and finally death pre¬ 
vented him from completing the whole work, and 
it was Engels who prepared the second and third 
volumes from the unfinished manuscript* hi* 
friend left behind . . . drafts. Jottings and the 
brief notes made by * scientific student for hto 
•yea alone, with here and there long and con¬ 
nected pssasges ... the results of tremendous 
intellectual labors extending, with considerable 
interruptions, from 1661 to 1676.” 

“In these circumstances.” this author says, 
“we must not look to the last two volumas of 
Kapltal to provide us with a final and completed 
solution of all economic problems.” 

First volume, any way. dealing with law of 
value, wages and the famous surplus-value, “lays 
bare the foundations of present-day society.” 

Much of the material used by Marx came out 
of the British Museum. That was one good reason 
why he lived Jn London. But the completion of 
volume one did not do much to brighten bis life. 
He appears to have got more fun out of the 
marriage of hto daughter Laura to a Cuban med¬ 
ical student who had negro blood in hia veins. 
Man used to reproach hto son-in-law. "half In 
annoyance and half in amusement." for obstinacy, 
or. as he jovially put 1 L for hto “nigger skull.” 

Marx married, at the age of twenty-five. Jenny 
von Westphalen. the daughter of a high official, 
four years older than himself, and evidently of 
a superior social standing She mutt have been 
a devoted wtfe. She died of canoer after thirty- 
eight years of married life Marx never recovered 
from h*r death. He followed her almost exactly 
a year later.

“THERE ARB better fish In the ssa. according to 

the old proverb, than were ever caught; and 
some of them seem to be very odd fish, indeed. 

"Deep Seas and Lonely Shores." by W. Lavallln 
Puxley (Dutton), tells about some of the oddest 
of them. It to a chatty, informal book by a 
veteran naturalist, and it presents some pleasantly 
Interesting facte about the sea and Ita creatures. 

One learns, for instance, about ths parrot* 
wrasse, a fish which has a beak like a parrot* 
cheers the cud. and has a chlvalrie habit of fol¬ 
lowing female fish anxiously when the female* 
get Into any kind of trouble; and about the 
scarlet scorpion, an eccentric swimmer which for¬ 
ever to changing its sex: and the globe fish, which 
can Inflate itself to a spine-covered sphere in 
Urns of danger, but which pays for It by being 
obliged to swim about on ths surfaoe. bottom- 
aide up. while so doing. 

Then there to the deep-see angler fish, the 
male of which species sinks Its teeth in hto wife's 
back Immediate if alter marriage and hangs on 
for the rest of hto life, living dkeluaively on her 
blood. There to. too. the Ante ret I c strap-toothed 
' whale, whose teeth grow out and curve about Ug 
lower Jew. clapping it shut and dooming the 
creature to alow starvation.

WE ALL KNOW the sprlng-flower- 
lfcg gentians, such as gentians 
•caul Is, but too few people know tho 
fall-flowering species. Two of the 
very beet of three ace gentians slno- 
ernate and gentians farreri. The for¬ 
mer, which la perhaps the finest of 
all gentians. Is quite easy to grow If 
one gives it the thing that it wants, 
namely, a bad of past. 

It has the most beautiful, true 
gentian-blue be Us and blooms from 
the first of September until frost. It 
likes a cool spot away frow wind, and 
It also responds to planty of mois- 
tufe. 

The latter la a treasure, and for a 
^description one can do no better than 
give word for word what Reginald 
Farrer says in his monumental "Eng¬ 
lish Rodt Garden *: 

"It sends out many flopping shoots 
from the stock, clad In very narrow 
foliage, and ending each In a single, 
huge, up-turned trumpet, wkle- 
mouthed, and of an indescribably 
fierce, luminous Cambridge blue 
within (with a clear white throat) 
while without, long Vandykes of 
periwinkle-purple alternate with 
swelling panels of nankeen, outlined 
In violet, and with violet median 
line. As you see It coming Into 
bloom In mid-September In all the 
high alpine sward of Da Tung Chain 
(Rarthem Kansu-Tibet) it Is by far 
the most astoundlngly beautiful of 
Its race, reducing gentians verna and 
Oentlana Acaulis to the dimmest 
acolytes. Oentlana farreri la tasy to 
•uiuvate tn cool rich soil. 

Another pJignt which, though not 
strictly speaking a fall-flowering sub¬ 
ject. because it starts to bloom in 
June, and goes on until December. 
Is tunica saxifrage. Farrer’s descrip¬ 
tion of this cannot be improved upon. 
He says: 

"It la one of the most precious of 
perennials, making a dense and 
woody permanent rootstock, from 
which there springs and floats every 
year an airy cloud a foot high, and 
mors across, of thread-fine branches 
In a base of green, bearing delicate 
tiny pink pinks tn *n unimaginable 
profusion." Thto/lPfcsnlaht for every 
garden. It 4Lk*s best^to be In the 
full sun, but it will give a good ac¬ 
count of itself slight shade. 

Another plant which baa proved 
Itself to be an all-summer and fall 
bloomer la the viola Jersey Qeqn. Of 
all the rock violas. It Is the most per¬ 
sistent bloomer. The color Is a good 
royal purple, and. unlike other mem¬ 
bers of the viola and pansy family. It 
will keep blooming right along, whe¬ 
ther the rowers are picked or not. 
It can be used with good effect in 
the rook garden or aa an edging lor 
a border or a bed. In the mam tt 
is particularly effective. 

Another viola that should not b» 
overlooked In the rock garden is 
viola bosneaca. Fairer describee the 
color as flaming vinous rose-tnauve. 
• color Indescribably brilliant and tn 
itself delightful, but which requires 
some ears In the choice of its asso¬ 
ciates. The plant ts as hardy as an 
okk and will grow and Increase in 
any light soil In an open situation. 

8tin another charming rock garden 
viola which Is Just as hardy as the 
foregoing is viola Bowes Black. This 
Is ss near black aa any flower can be 
and has a distinct yellow disk. It Is 
perhaps tbs smallest of all violas. 

When looking for plants which give 
color at the end of the year, do not 
overlook the sun roses (hellantbe- 
mums). There are two varieties that 
aomtbow oeem to be more constant 
bloomers than the lest The double 
fed and an apricot variety. But they 
will all keep up their blooming if 
they are cut back once or twloe dur¬ 
ing the growing seaso n . 

The two kinds mentioned, how¬ 
ever. seem to bloom from June until 
,fl©et without any artificial aid. 

. Bllene schafta Is a real fall bloomer 
tor It never shows s flower until 
August and then goes on until the 
•nd of the year. It to true that its 
flowers art magents. and a good 
bright magenta at that, not a rose- 
pink. but at the end of the season 
there are so few flowers in tha rock 
garden that tt will not be found to 
clash with anything elm.

Fertilizer For-

The supply of stable manure for

TN VICTORIA at this Ume of year 
* a common form of greeting wbep 
gardeners meet Is: "Wall, how are the 
earwigs?" Bitter recollections of the 
way In which seedlings were wiped 
out and dahlias chewed to pieces to 
their early growth will be in the 
minds of many and poisoned baits 
and patent traps are already finding 
a ready sale. 

It to not that a few earwigs in a 
garden make much difference, or 
even a few hundreds: On the con¬ 
trary. there to evidence to show that 
being general feeders liking a varied 
diet, they destroy a certain amount 
of other insects, such Cs greenfly, 
and the amount of garden stuff 
eaten hJ a few earwigs to unimport¬ 
ant. It to when they are present In 
hordes that they are a real menace 
to the garden, and In suqb a case it 
becomes a question aa to Which will 
get the vegetables and flowers first, 
the owner or the earwigs. 

The cold of the late winter had 
little or no effect on the hibernating 
adults, most of which were fertilised 
females, who are now busy with ma¬ 
ternal earns. For .the female earwig, 
aa Insects go. to an exemplary mother. 
If we except the social insects, such 
as the bees, weeps and ante, thqre are 
few to be found who care tor their 
eggs and young like the earwig tribe. 

Selecting a cavity in the soil, at 
the root of a plant, under a rock, 
down a worm hole or what-have-you. 
the mother earwig deposits forty or 
fifty grhite eggs rather smaller than 
bird shot, and not only guards them 
until they hatch, but also remains 
with the young until, after passing 
through two or three moults, they 
begin to leave the nest to forage on 
their own account. At the fourth 
moult they are fairly large and then 
no longer live underground but may 
be found during the day in company 
with the few remaining adults of last 
year tn the usual hiding places fa¬ 
vored by their species.

PARAHITKA. 

In the countries of Its origin the 
earwig to kept within bounds by pa¬ 
rasites and other natural agencies, 
and the absence of these in this 
country is responsible for Its rapid 
RMNdBOr-ThrDominion Entomologi¬ 
cal Branch has. during the last two 
years Ukan steps to correct this con¬ 
dition to some extent by Introducing 
one important parasite, s small flv. 
These are being reared at tho Ento¬ 
mological laboratory and last year 
19,500 parasites were released In Vic¬ 
toria and vicinity. 

In 1936 It la punned to release as 
many more, particularly on the 
mainland. It to too early yet to pre¬ 
dict what effect these parasites will 
have on the earwig population. 
Breeding and releasing will have to 
be continued for yean before the 
parasite. can overtake the earwig, 
which, at course, has bad a start of 
many years over its adversary. But 
we know already that the fly can 
succeed tn this country, for It has 
been recovered In small numbers 
both at Victoria and Sidney. While It 
Is expected that the situation may be 
worse before tt la better, tt to not 
too much to hope that In time the 
European earwig will no longer be 
the Universal nuisance which It la 
today.

October Frost j 
Is Blamed For 
Great Damage

YY7INTEB struck an unpre- 
’ ” cedentcd blow «t "the 
island’s $50,000 loganberry in¬ 
dustry this ^ear. 

Early Indications pointed to the 
float having only mildly damaged 
vines bat today— - -' 

"Between 20 and 25 per cent at the 
crop has gone," gays Capt. E Uvesey. 
manager of the Saanich Fruitgrowers* 
Association. "This to the wont winter 
killing in my recollection." 

"At least a third damaged." de¬ 
clared William Kersey, manager of 
the Vancouver Island Co-operative 
Exchange and the Oordon ffeed 
Fruitgrowers. "This Is the worst 
winter killing on record.** 

Parmer* as a class are Inclined to¬ 
ward pessimism, but a comprehen¬ 
sive survey of lower island planta¬ 
tions reveals the terrible damage 
wrought by the unusually cold 
weather. 

Vines In many cases are half-killed 
though the damage to more evident 
now than it will be later on. It to 
safe to estimate that the winter 
injury is almost 20 per cent and run¬ 
ning ss high aa 40 per cent on low- 
lying farms.

However, 
this will apt mean much to the 
farmer, aa loganberries have never 
been very popular as raw fruit. Sta¬ 
tistics show that only about 1.500 
crates of fresh logins are sold each 
year on the Island compared wtth 
shout a million pounds for the man¬ 
ufactured article. 

Though Mr. Kersey expects 1936 
to be s five cent year for loganberries, 
indications point to the fact that the 
probable short crop will have little 
effect on the market, as the purple 
berry to mainly an export article. 

Capt. Uvesey believes that last 
year's price of four and one-half 
cents will prevail. Owing to the amal¬ 
gams tlon of the wineries, he reports 
that no decision has been aa yet 
reached whether these concerns will 
take any fruit and what pries they 
I will pay.

Landscaping 
HKe Garden

THE HOUSE tn our landscape to 
* sure to occupy the foreground 
and is bound to be one of the most 
outstanding features In it. Some¬ 
times we wish It were not. but tt 19 
there and likely to remain. Very 
often at little expense the foreground 
may be Improved by extending the 
eaves of the house, creating an over¬ 
hanging effect, and by supporting 
the porch pillars of more than gener¬ 
ous stae. The sharp angles may bo 
taken off by planting around the 
corners, and the use of creeper*. Due 
attention should be given to the 
planting around' the "house * a con¬ 
tinuous fringe around the whole 
structure to obpecUonable and should 
not be tolerated. Plant In masses; 
break up the straight lines, but see 
to it that the house Is properly con¬ 
nected up with mother earth by 
means of planting. 

BORDER* AH FRAME 

All pictures must have a frame la 
this case we secure it by means of 
the border. An irregular border to of 
great use In this connection. Use 
border lines, providing tor little bays 
where the lower growing things may 
appear. Avoid straight ltnes, and 
round off the angles of the lawn or 1 
garden In such s way as to bring 
about the most pleasing effect. In 
this connection, study your view¬ 
point, and by means of shrubbery 
shut out the objectionable features 
and emphasise the beautiful by leav¬ 
ing an open space. If there ia some- v 
thing beautiful which you wish 
people to see in the distance. 

ROAD* AND PATHS 
There to nothing beautiful about 
cement walks. In our opinion, as you 
approach the bouse, nothing can take 
the place of stepping atone*, level 
with the surface soil, over which the 
lawn m o w gr may be run without ob¬ 
struction. Such an arrangement Io 
easily oared tor—a matter of some 
concern. If the lawn Is to be main¬ 
tained by the owner hlmaelf. Tho 
curved line is the line of beauty, 
hence s gradual sweep tn roads and 
paths to liked by everybody. However, 
any turn or curve in path or road 
must bo Justified. If one dpes not 
have trees or outbreaks of rock round 
which a rood must of necessity curve 
tt to a good plan to plant a mass of 
shrubbery In the curve of the road, 
leaving the impression that the carve 
was forced on the owner. Just as wo 
have said that there to nothing lovely 
about a concrete walk, unnecessary 
roads, gravel walks, etc., are to be 
avoided. The turf well kept, should 
approach the house In oo far as the 
thing Is practicable. 

Without the open spao* between 
the border and the road approaching 
the bow. either on one or both 
sldee. all planting plane are faulty. 
Nothing ean take the place of the 
open lawn, and nothing repays tha 
best care more than open spaces of 
well-kept gram. Nothing will spoil 
the whole appearance any quicker 
than flower beds scattered promiscu¬ 
ously over the lawn. Many things 
contribute to the beauty of the home 
ground*, but nothing to quite ao Im¬ 
portant as the open space. It la true 
.that in some eases a specimen tree 
may be permitted, but such tree 
should be one that the owner and his 
friends may well be prpad of. If 
the cam demands, a dump of trees 
may be planted in threes or fives, 
but never tn twos or four*. Nev e r 
mix evergreens with deciduous trees. 

AU lovers of pictures have noticed 
that often appearing on what other¬ 
wise would he a thing of beauty, 
there to a spot which undoubtedly 
draws attention. On the landscape 
picture spots often oocur. In one 
ease we remember Baring seen a 
large pot with flowers planted, with 
wood placed in position as if a Are 
soon would be lighted. Nature doe* 
not favor plantings of that kind. 
Avoid tt! It to a spot! 

Some gardens, at amine, and some 
gardeners, incline to the architec¬ 
tural tn the arrangement. All of 
thee* formal schemes have a place 
on a formal city street, but for the 
greater part at Canada with wide 
open spaces, the naturalistic planting 
make* the stronger appeal and has 
much to recommend It.
